nominee he is also a single standard man 
and would not run on a free coinngo 
platform."

Mills, who does not deny his hostility to 
silver, the surrender of the Enterprise to 
the gold men before a delegate is elected 
to the National 
Convention of either 


party could not injure the silver cause, 
but as the leading Republican newspaper 
of Nevada, its capitulation may have a 
bad effect. 
The people of tho State, 


judging by what prominent citizens and 
the iintrainmeled press of both parties 
say, are disposed to make free coinage 
an issue and give the electoral votes-of 
the State to the patty whose p'atform 
and candidate promise most for silver. 
Our Senators profess, and there is yet no 
reason to cloabt their sincerity, that they 
are for free coinage, independent of 
party. Men of every shade of political 
opinion admit' that free coinage is the 
only thing tbat will in the near future 
restore prosperity to the State. 
The 


miners of Esmeralda county, as is shown 
in another column, find that it will make 
a difference of a dollar a day in their 
wages, and mine owners iu Humboldt, 
Churchill, Lander, Elko and White Pine 
counties know from experience that they 
cannot afford to work only the very 
richest parts of their mines at tho present 
price of silver. 
To them free coinage 


means more tnan the disposal of the few 
Federal offices in the State, but if they 
miss the opportunity and surrender to 
the party bosses and political manipula- 
tors, without making an effort to secure 
it, they will deserve nothing batter than 
what the gold bugs are? willing to grant 
them.

The furni- 
ture has toen thoroughly overhauled, not 
excepting even the sofas of the waiting 
room, which have been sat out of shape by 
the lair sei. In fact, one might say that 
the Senate side of the Capitol building has 
been put into a'spick span shape.

The Senate Chamber, since the finishing 


touches have been put in, looks like a 
dream in terra cotto, old gold and crushed 
strawberry. Heretofore the carpets of the 
Senate were made to order, of unique de- 
signs, which the contractors were not per- 
mitted to duplicate. The new carpet se- 
lected measures 900 yards. This is for the 
Senate Chamber and lobby only, and I aro 
informed the price paid was $2 15 a yard, 
a price much lower than was pnicl when 
the carpets were made to order. 


The press gallery, where your corre- 


spondent expects to forward much matter 
of interest to your readers the coming ses- 
sion, has not been slighted in the great 
general clean-up and rearrangement. 
It 


has been enlarged so as to have the tele- 
graph instruments all off in the lobb.r. New 
carpets have been laid, and the woodwork 
and walls newly painted there as <0se- 
where. 


The niches, wbiob indent tbe walls all 


the way round above the galleries, which 
u 17 some day be decorated with the busts 
of statesmen, have been painted a delicate 
color, to harmonize with the effect of tbe 
carpet. 


The diplomatic gallery, which is the 


most conspicuous of tbe galleries, and has 
heretofore be en a glowing blue, has been 
upholstered in crushed strawberry. The 
rest of the gallery is upholstered in a non- 
descript color, approaching a soopstone 
gray, with a shade of green in it. 
This 


harmonizes with the walla generally and 
the effect, since the rich old mahogany 
desks have been put in, are quite aesthetic. 


It takes an awful lot of carpet to protect 


the feet of our statesman from tbe cold of 
the handsome tile floors of the Capitol. 
Besides the 900 yards necessary for the 
Senate Chamber, and lobby, it takes about 
a hundred yards on en average for each 
committee room. Six or eight of the Sen- 
ate committee rooms have been furnished 
with new carpets this year. Probably 
2,000 yards have been used in the Senate 
Bide of the building, to replace carpets that 
have been worn out. I am told that 1,400 
yards of new carpet have been put down in 
the House, and a combination of red and 
brown was selected, which, while quite 
rich, will defy tobacco stains. 


Probably 600 yards more have been 


used in other rooms on tbe House side. 
Altogether some 4,000 yards of carpet have 
been laid down in both sides of the Capitol 
building, for the benefit of tbe Fifty-Sec- 
ond Congress.

PERSONAL PKOPEBT1T. 


Can the Horizontal Raise be Collected 


on Such? 


"How does tbe horizontal raise effect 


personal property?" is a question that is 
now being discussed. Can the authorities 
compel a person who paid bis taxes to tbe 
Assessor to "stand the raise," and pay 
more taxes? The owner of personal prop- 
erty pays his taxes to the Assessor, wbo is 
authorized by law to collect it, unless the 
owner'has real estate. He receives a re- 
ceipt from the Assessor which reads: 


Description of personal property of 


John Doe for the'year^ending December 
31, 1891, value, State t»x, county tax. 


Received of John Doe the sum of blank 


dollars, being tbe amount of State and 
county taxes, both general and special, on 
the above described property for tbe year 
ending December 31, 1891. 


EIOHAED BOB, County Assessor. 


The authorities intend to collect the 15 


percent, raise in this county made by the 
State Board of Assessors on personal prop- 
erty, and the Assessor gives notice to all 
owners of such property that unless tbe 
same is paid on or before December 7, 
1891, ten per cent, will be added. 


Mount Diablo Mining Companies in Es- 
meralda county have submitted the fol- 
lowing scale of wages, based on tbe market 
price of silver, to the miners in their em- 
ploy for acceptance or rejection: When 
silver bullion is less than $1 per ounce, 
wages per day $3; silver $1 07 per ounce, 
wages $3 50 per day; silver at par, 
$1 29.29 per ounce,* wages $4 per day. 
The company states that tbe mines cannot 
be profitably worked at the present price 
of silver unless expenses are reduced and 
if tbe terms are not accepted thn mines 
will be closed down for the present.
